A New York female cook bhas been
arrested on the charge of being & men-
ace to public health and is belni de-
tained in one of the hospitals, It is
a most unusual and as far as our In-
formation gues, an unheard of caae.
This woman is pronouuced by learned
doctors as & human ‘‘culture tube.” It
is declared that since the woman re-
covered from an attack of typhoid fe-

thirty eight persons who enjoyed her
cook ng gnva become victims of the
dreaded typhoid. One of the remark-
able things in connection with the
case is that this so called humn “‘cul-
ture tube’’ is buxom and robust, with
rosy cheeks. She denies that there I8
anything wrong with her and iy at
the hospital against her will.

Oue of the specia ists engaged in
makiog examinatioe of the case, who
declares ihat it i= unigue in medical
history, in spraking of his unusual
patient said; "Thix woman left u trail
of typhold fever behind her. In
householdr where'she wus employed,
no snspicion arose thut ~he wax a dis-
penger of the deadly germs until aflter
8 veral of the curious employers began
t : 1 ok her record, tracing her caree
slep by step. BShe lrruch a perfectly
healthy looking person that no oue
would snuspect her of carrying abouta
host of gerws ip her system.'*

According io two of Lhe specialists
who bhave tentatively examined the
woman, shé is in complete possession
of a million or more germe, none of
which, bowever, cau do her the least
harm. BShe is immune, theugh in ev-
ery breath she takes she draws in and
exhales a cloud of dreadful baeilli.
The case will ¥robably find its wap in-
to the courts if the friends and rela-
tives of the woman attempt to rescue
her, which would develop a new phase
of the medico-jurieprudence. Bome of
the families in which the womab

| cooked are already victims of typhoid.
